The third argument is drawne from the 
compariſon ofour worthineſſe in Chriſt, clo- 
thed withhis righteouſnes, with the filchineſſe 
of vnrighteouſnes. For itwe giue our members 
vnto finne,we make them the weaponsof yn» 
righteouſnes, by meanes whereof ifſucth no- 
thing from them but that whichis vnrighte- 
ous altogether , whereas God hath' created 
them in Chriſt co be inſtruments of righ- 
teouſnes drawne our of theſe words : Your 
members weapons of unrighteouſnes. 

The fourth reaſon is drawne from the com- 
pariſon of finne & God :viz.. of eternall death 
andeternaillife: for when as the Apoſtle had 
ſaid : Giue not your members to ſinne : he an- 
nexeth the contrarie and ſaith: But gine your 


ſelues wholly to God: And that ne ray expreſſe 


with what ſervice and endetiour we ought to. 
addict our ſelues to God, and his worſhip, 
he doth not ſay barely : Giue your members to 
God: as he forbiddeth them to giue them to 
finne, but hee ſaith : Exhibere vos ipſos vtique 
totos : Giue your whole ſeluesvnto God,euen 
all that everis in you. 

The fift argument is drawnefrom the pre- 
cious gift of God, which is beſtowed ypon 
vs by Chriſt. viz, That when as through fine 
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we were dead, now weliue being endowed 
with the life of God : then why ſhould we 
not apply our {clues and whole ſtrength, for 
the continuall enioying of it? eſpecially when 
asro make a relapſe into finne againe is to 
\ fall into euerlaſting death ( without Gods 
| great mercie in Chrift) from eternalllife,con- 
tainedin theſe words , asthey that are aliue 
from the dead. | | 
The fixt and laſt argument is drawne from 1,. G17 ar- 
the excellencie of righreouſnes: the weapons gument..

cate them ynto all holineſſe, the ſpeciall end, 
for which they were giuen vs of the Lord. 
Now bythe due and careful] conſideration of 
all theſe arguments, the diligent and catefull _ 
Chriſtian out of thisone proofe , ſhall finde 
himſelfe compaſſed about with many reaſons 
and ſound argumets, all enforcing this point. 
After thy deliuerances beſtowed vpon thee by 
God, Sinne no more: Viz. ſuffer not finne to 
makethee his ſlaue no more, to make thee 
Hiscarthorſe, torule andraigne in thee, to 0- 
bey his luſtes , ro giue care to his inchante- 
ments: but hauing the vncleane ſpirit driven 
out of thee, enterrtaine him no more, being eſ- 
caped from the filthineſle of thy ſins , fall not 
| into thy old wont and yomic of finne a paine, 
but Qriue and Araine to be lead forward to 
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perfeRtion, Follow bard toward the marke: 
lo run, that thou. maiſt obtaine and compre- 
hendthar, for whoſe ſake alſo thou art com-

TIS becauſe the arguments of the Papiſts

VVithout all queſtion, wicked men do heape 

vpon their owne heads, many great and fear- 

full iudgements , while after a complaining Complaininz 
manner they cry out and ſay, their orietes againſt aq 
are fo great, and puniſhments ſo intolerable, _ 
that God canlay no greater vpon them: let 
thiseuer bea warning ynto vs all,patiently to Parience inn 
abide, & willingly to wait for our deliverice Pen, 
outofdangers,and being deliuered, carefully PF 
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to put in practiſethe dutie that we owe for 
our deliverance: leaſt if we doe nor, a worſe 
thing come vito ys.

| herethreatgeth to bring a worle puniſhment 


vpon himthen betore, if hee offend againe, 
Firſt, though the former puniſhment for con= 
tinuance was long, for paines extreame, for 
remedic almoſt hopelefle: yet is the Lord of 
power toinfiict,and here threatncth that hee 
will inflict a greater and more grieuous pu- 
niſhment, in all circumſtances then before:
